You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Grantham  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


During  this  past  year,  the  public  has  shown  a  great  deal 
of  cooperation  in  the  prevention  of  fires.  We  wish  to  express 
our  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Your  forest  fire  warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  every- 
one understood  the  State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of 
outdoor  fires,  a  synopsis  of  these  laws  follow. 

Fire  Permits 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  in- 
cinerator, grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush 
burning  (SUCH  BURNING  IS  RESTRICTED  BY  REGULA- 
TION TO  BE  PRIOR  TO  9:00  A.  M.  and  AFTER  5:00  P.  M.). 

An  Air  Pollution  regulation  forbids  the  burning  of 
household  waste  in  towns  where  such  rubbish  is  collect- 
ed by  the  town. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  allowed  under  nor- 
mal conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Fire  Chief 
and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  property 
with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission 
of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if 
in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White 
Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia 
Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required 
in  public  Camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have 
been  built  for  this  purpose.

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REPORT  FROM  SCHOOL  BOARD  CHAIRMAN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

It  might  be  well  to  start  off  by  saying  I  hope  all  the 
people  in  Grantham  have  a  chance  to  read  the  report  submit- 
ted by  Mr.  Merrill  and  Mr.  Lafionatis.  In  fact  I  hope  it 
is  read  over  3  or  4  times  to  try  and  better  understand  the 
problems  we  are  being  faced  with  today  and  in  years  to 
come. 

Only  this  year  have  I  come  to  fully  realize  the  problems 
facing  Grantham  and  thousands  of  other  small  towns  like 
us  across  the  United  States.  As  you  look  around  you  and 
read  your  newspaper  you  can  also  see  where  it  is  not  only 
the  small  towns,  but  cities  who  are  facing  more  and  more 
problems  each  year.  The  'big  problem  can  be  summed  up  in 
one  word — Money. 

In  five  years  you  have  seen  where  local  taxation  has 
climbed  from  a  round  figure  of  $18,000  to  a  proposed  round 
figure  of  $53/000.  This  is  pretty  hard  to  swallow,  isn't  it?  Un- 
fortunately, even  though  education  responsibility  comes 
from  the  State  level,  and  they  spell  out  for  us  what  we  will 
and  won't  do,  only  15%  or  less  of  the  revenue  to  run  our 
school  is  supplied  by  the  State.  Even  though  our  costs 
keep  going  up  each  year  it's  also  a  fact  that  Foundation  Aid 
from  the  State  has  dropped  from  $15,000  to  $10,000  in  the 
last  5  years.  We  will  continue  to  receive  this  small  amount 
until  the  State  raises  sufficient  funds  to  implement  this 
program  100%.  While  we  are  talking  about  Foundation 
Aid  let  us  remember  what  happened  in  Plainfiield  last  year. 
Because  of  property  re-evaluation  Plainfiield  lost  out  on  all 
their  Foundation  Aid  which  ran  up  to  the  fine  tune  of 
$40,000.  If  we  are  not  careful  here  in  Grantham,  we  too 
could  lose  out  on  our  $10,00,0'  share  depending  on  how  the 
Eastman  Pond  development  affects  our  evaluation.  If  you 
think  this  year's  budget  is  tough,  think  about  adding  another 
$10,000  on  top  of  it.  Sweepstakes  money  has  dropped 
from  $1,654  to  $450. 

Each   year  we   look   to   our   appointed   School   Board 
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for  2  or  3  hours  one  night,  in  March,  at  the  Town  Hall  and 
hope  that  they  have  done  their  job  well  and  come  up  with 
a  nice  comfortable  figure  that  won't  hurt  any  of  us.  Be- 
cause again  the  main  thing  we  are  talking  about  is  Money. 
If  we  are  really  interested  in  education  as  well  as  concerned 
about  how  much  money  will  need  to  be  raised  why  is  it 
only  11  voters  showed  up  for  the  Budget  Hearing  held  at 
the  Town  Hall  on  Feb.  9th?  I  know  the  paper  said  25  pisople 
attended,  but  this  it  not  true  because  it  is  not  hard  to  re- 
member the  few  faces  who  were  there. 

Your  School  Board  was  well  aware  of  many  problems 
brought  up  and  the  items  discussed  at  the  meeting.  We 
could  not  emphasize  enough  that  we  were  there  to  listen 
and  try  to  help  the  people  in  Grantham  better  understand 
the  Budget  and  be  ready  to  settle  down  and  run  to  the 
March  meeting  in  a  more  orderly  fashion  than  we  did  last 
year. 

We  were  surprised  to  find  that  just  about  all  were 
against  raising  the  teacher  salary,  but  felt  it  was  important 
to  raise  the  bus  drivers  salary.    This  was  very  clear. 

Your  School  Board  worked  very  hard  trying  to  come 
up  with  a  decent  Budget  to  present  to  you  this  year  and 
keep  in  line  with  the  requirements  we  feel  are  necessary  to 
keep  up  with  the  minimum  state  standards.  Yet,  that  big 
fat  figure  of  a  proposed  $21,564  increase  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  by  you  and  me  is  still  there.  So  here  we  stand — what 
to  do? 

From  where  I  stand  I  can  see  all  eyes  focussed  on  the 
School  Board  to  come  up  with  an  answer  to  the  problem. 
The  problem  does  not  stand  with  your  School  Board,  it 
stands  with  you.  All  of  us  here  in  Grantham,  young  and 
old. 

Your  School  Board  has  little  or  no  support  from  the 
citizens  of  Grantham.  I  doubt  if  it  ever  will.  Our  monthly 
meetings  are  posted  and  the  public  is  invited  to  attend 
these  meetings.  How  many  come?  None.  Only  if  we  have 
a  problem  we  want  to  get  corrected,  and  again  in  most  cases 
it's  the  School  Board,  or  the  teacher  who  has  fallen  down 
on  the  job,  according  to  the  critics. 
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So,  on  March  10th,  we  will  all  sit  down  and  try  to 
figure  out  how  to  cut  this  budget  and  yet  keep  our  school 
doors  opened.  I  hope  when  we  do  this  we  keep  the  im- 
portant thing  in  mind  that  we  really  want  a  good  education 
for  our  children  and  our  neighbors  children.  If  we  must 
cut  the  budget,  be  prepared  to  help  your  new  board  mem- 
bers find  the  answers  to  work  with  what  money  you  vote  on. 

The  State  is  not  meeting  its  obligations  so  its  very  clear 
a  new  program  of  taxation  is  necessary.  As  your  taxes 
continue  to  climb  each  year  there's  very  little  your  ap- 
pointed School  Board  will  be  able  to  do  about  it.  This 
year's  budget  is  a  good  example  of  what  we  can  expect 
in  the  future.  The  men  we  put  in  our  offices  of  Govern- 
ment have  got  to  be  made  to  realize  that  legislation  is  ur- 
gently needed  for  Grantham,  and  many  more  towns  like  us. 

As  you  will  notice,  the  meeting  place  for  the  Annual 
School  District  Meeting  has  been  changed  from  the  Town 
Hall  to  the  new  multi-purpose  room  of  the  Grantham  Vil- 
lage School.  Your  School  Board  decided  on  this  change  to 
allow  you  the  opportunity  to  meet  in  and  inspect  the  new 
addition  you  authorized  at  our  meeting  last  year.  The 
townspeople  made  this  needed  space  a  reality.  The  Board 
wishes  to  express  its  sincerest  thanks  to  the  concerned  in- 
dividuals that  volunteered  and  contributed  much  of  their 
time  to  finish  the  interior  of  the  room. 

Even  though  portions  of  my  report  may  sound  a  little 
bitter,  I  want  to  take  this  chance  to  thank  all  of  you  for 
letting  me  serve  Grantham  for  the  last  5  years  as  a  School 
Board  member.  I'd  like  to  think  I  have  done  my  best  and 
I  know  I  have  been  honest. 

In  conclusion,  I'd  like  to  say  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure 
to  work  with  men  like  William  Merrill,  our  Superintendent 
and  Fokion  Lafionatis,  our  Assistant  Superintendent.  I  can 
only  say  "thank  you  Lord  for  men  as  dedicated  as  they". 
I  also  wish  to  thank  all  the  School  Board  members  I  have 
worked  with  on  the  Grantham  School  Board  and  on  the 
Supervisory  Union  #32  School  Board.

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REPORT  FROM  THE 
OFFICE  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Grantham,  we 
respectfully  submit  our  annual  report. 

FOREWORD 

The  public  schools  are  organized  to  perpetuate  and  im- 
prove the  American  way  of  life.  To  do  this,  schools  must 
teach  children  to  assume  their  civic  and  social  responsibili- 
ties and  help  them  develop  high  moral  and  cultural  stand- 
ards. 

Children  must  be  equipped  to  meet  many  new  chal- 
lenges which  will  confront  them  in  a  world  that  is  forever 
changing.  Grantham's  children  must  be  as  well  prepared 
to  meet  these  challenges  as  are  children  from  other  com- 
munities in  New  Hampshire  or  in  this  great  country. 

Good  teaching  has  always  been  personal  teaching.  But 
the  fact  is  that  society  now  recognizes  that  an  education 
is  more  than  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  that  it  once  was. 
Helping  children  grow  in  moral,  cultural,  civic  and  social 
stature  requires  that  the  school  focus  its  attention  on  the 
individual  child.  The  school  must  understand  the  processes 
and  rates  of  each  child's  growth  and  learning,  as  well  as  the 
ways  in  which  his  environment  affects  him. 

The  public  school  system  is  the  foundation  of  our 
democracy.  It  is  also  the  product  of  our  democracy — 
something  which  parents,  business  leaders,  legislators  and 
even  teachers  sometimes  forget.  In  praising  or  condemning 
today's  education,  they  forget  that  good  public  schools 
foster  a  democratic  society,  and  that  a  democratic  society 
produces    good   public   schools. 

Schools  provide  all  children  with  opportunities  for  self- 
realization.  It  is  no  accident  that  where  public  schools  are 
impoverished,  where  teachers  are  poorly  prepared,  and 
where  educational  standards  are  low,  corruption,  low  health 
standards  and  extremes  of  poverty  will  be  found. 

Schools  necessarily  reflect  their  communities.  There  is 
a  limit  beyond  which  they  cannot  move  in  advance  of  the 
intellectual,  social,  and  moral  standards  of  their  public. 
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Many  people  ask  "What  should  the  schools  teach?" 
Would  that  there  were  a  simple  answer  to  this  question 
that  would  satisfy  everyone.  But  there  is  none — no  more 
than  there  was  in  the  ancient  times  of  the  great  teacher, 
Aristotle. 

The  elementary  school  in  Grantham  and  the  schools  in 
Lebanon,  where  your  children  receive  their  secondary  edu- 
cation, try  to  teach  well  the  basic  skills  in  addition  to  what 
will  be  useful  knowledge  and  will  help  them  as  they  pro- 
ceed through  life.  They  try  to  develop  character,  for  only 
through  good  character  can  we  survive.  The  schools  try 
to  pass  on  much  of  the  world's  accumulated  knowledge. 
But  most  importantly,  they  try  to  teach  pupils  how  to 
learn — for  in  this  "explosion  of  knowledge"  we  are  ex- 
periencing, it  is  impossible  to  learn  every  individually 
know  fact. 

Schools  then  are  organized  to  help  children  to  be  com- 
petent, well-trained,  law-abiding  citizens  and  at  the  same 
time  help  them  become  sensitive  human  beings  with  respect 
and  love  for  one  another.  To  achieve  these  goals,  stronger 
alliances  must  be  formed  between  the  school  and  the  home 
and  among  the  school,  home  and  the  community. 

THE  SCHOOL  ADDITION 

Construction  of  the  new  multipurpose  room  beneath 
the  school  was  completed  just  prior  to  the  opening  of  school 
in  August.  This  room  will  provide  the  space  necessary  to 
allow  for  improvement  in  the  offerings  of  the  school.  At  a 
public  meeting  in  the  Fall,  interested  townspeople,  parents, 
teachers  and  students  planned  and  worked  to  finish  the 
interior  of  the  room.  The  patching,  painting  and  paneling 
involved  the  cooperation  of  many  people.  These  willing 
workers  and  the  town  can  be  justifiably  proud  of  their  ac- 
complishment in  providing  this  much  needed  and  attractive 
addition. 

TITLE  I  READING  PROGRAM 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Title  I  Advisory  Committee  made 
up  of  parents,  school  board  members,  teahers  and  adminis- 
tors,  the  reading  prqpram  provided  with  federal  funds  was 
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evaluated.  The  committee  was  very  impressed  with  the 
progress  the  children  made  under  the  able  direction  and 
instruction  of  Mrs.  Linda  Morrow.  It  was  voted  to  continue 
the  program  into  a  second  year.  The  new  room  is  a  welcome 
change  from  the  dark  and  dingy  area  next  to  the  furnace 
used  last  year  for  lack  of  adequate  space.  Title  I  funds 
have  secured  the  services  of  an  excellent  teacher,  have 
supplied  new  books,  materials  and  equipment  which  have 
helped  and  will  continue  to  help  children  who  are  having 
difficulty  in  reading. 

BUDGET 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  coming  school  year  1971-72 
is  $66,435.75  compared  to  $51,446.21  for  the  present  school 
year.  The  proposed  amount  does  not  include  funds  re- 
quested in  the  Warrant. 

The  increase  in  the  proposed  budget  is  due  primarily 
to  the  increase  in  tuition  for  pupils  attending  Grades  7-12 
and  the  proposed  increase  in  teaching  salaries.  The  amount 
to  be  raised  by  taxes  shows  an  $21,564.07  increase  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  balance  carried  forward  is  significantly 
less  than  last  year.  This  fact  plus  the  two  major  increases 
mentioned  previously  account  for  increase  in  taxation. 

WARRANT 

The  special  articles  are  included  in  the  Warrant  for 
action  by  the  voters  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  One  article 
seeks  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  purchase  a 
school  bus  in  approximately  three  years.  The  other  article 
seeks  to  raise  and  appropriate  $3,000  for  this  purpose.  In  this 
way,  the  cost  of  a  replacement  for  the  present  bus  will 
spread  over  three  years. 

TUITION 

Attending  Lebanon  High  School  at  the  present  time  are 
thirteen  students  from  Grantham.  There  are  twenty-three 
students  attending  Lebanon  and  West  Lebanon  Junior  High 
Schools. 

Next  year,  it  is  anticipated  that  sixteen  students  will  be 
attending  the  senior  high  school  and  twenty-five  attending 
the  Lebanon  Junior  High  School. 
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The  tuition  rate  in  Lebanon  next  year  will  be  $859  for 
High  School  and  $762  for  Junior  High.  In  accordance  with 
the  AREA  agreement,  the  incentive  aid  received  will  be 
credited  to  Grantham  tuition  costs.  This  anticipated  aid 
will  reduce  the  tuition  costs  to  $799  for  High  School  and 
$714  for  Junior  High. 

CONCLUSION 

Special  thanks  are  extended  to  all  who  have  given  of 
their  time  and  effort  to  finish  the  new  addition,  and  to  help 
with  the  school  program.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE— GRANTHAM 


Although  the  Grantham  School  is  small,  the  same 
School  Health  Services  are  made  available  as  those  in  the 
larger  schools  in  the  area.  The  good  physical  and  mental 
health  of  the  students  is  of  great  concern  to  the  teachers 
and  administrators  of  your  school. 

Poor  vision  and  hearing  can  certainly  affect  the  child's 
learninig  ability,  therefore  yearly  screening  is  important, 
along  with  routine  physical  examinations. 

The  Sullivan  County  Mental  Health  Clinic  in  Clare- 
mont  is  also  available  to  Grantham  residents.  A  child's 
mental  health  is  an  important  part  of  his  complete  well- 
being. 

A  Rubella  (German  Measles)  Clinic  was  held  last 
Spring  with  85%  of  the  students  taking  part.  Immuniza- 
tion against  childhood  diseases  eliminates  possible  compli- 
catiions  and  the  cause  of  many  school  absences.  It  is  wise 
to  take  advantage  of  the  immunization  clinics  when  they 
are  available  in  your  area. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  parents,  teachers,  and  students 
for  their  fine  cooperation.  I  hope  you  will  contact  me  if 
you  have  any  questions  or  suggestions  concerning  the 
Health  Program  in  your  school.
